WHAT "CHICAGO" MEANS. 
ANS, 


TUe Etymology an i <Jrigi'«aI Slguifi cation o 


the Word. 


Mr. W.-H. "Wells writes to the Chi- 


cago Trfibunti as follows: 


"In preparing an article on < Shicago, 


I had occasion recently to investigate 
the original signification and use of the 
word Chicago. We have bad more 
than a score' of lectures and historical 
sketches, in! which the originj of this 
word has been given, with j quotations 
from various authorities; but JE found 
the discrepancies in these different 
statements so great that it was not easy 
to decide on the real meaning of the 
original word without looking beyond 
them. After comparing the various 
opinions, and many others,'I wrote to 
Dr. J. Hammond Trnmbull, o[ *Hart- 
ford, Ct., who is the highest authority 
in the country on all questions relating 
to the Indian tongues. His statement 
in regard to the etymological derivation 
of the word Chicago leaves no [further 
question on that point. He' w rites as 
follows: 


" ' The meaning of the name < Jhicago 


is not doubtful. "Chicagou"-as the 
French wrote the name—signifi ;s "The 
Skunk," and cannot be made to signify 
anything else. It has—with slight 
modifications of local dialec s—this 
meaning in all Indian languages of that 
region. 


•"'As the name comes to us f|hrough

Dr. Jac.es, in a note to "Tan- 
ner's Narrative," 1830, observes that 
the common Indian pronunciation is 
"Shig-gau-go," and with the locative in-

Glass Beads. 


Among the most curious examples of 


persistence in art are the well-known 
Aggry beads, which occur everywhere 
in Africa and in many parts of Asia. 
Similar beads are still made for the 
purpose of barter by glass-makers in 
England and Italy; yet ;hey appear 
among the oldest remans in many 
widely-separated places. 
Mr. Nesbitt 


considers them Phoenician, and sup- 
poses they were made for t] 10 purposes 
of barter with uncivilized-i ations, such 
as the ancient Britons. G] ass beads of 
extreme hardness have been found in 
British graves, and,on analysis were 
found to be composed and colored in 
the same manner as those of undoubted 
Egyptian origin. 
The usual type is 


large—not round, but spii idle-shaped, 
and marked with alternate indented 
bands of red and blue, the colors being 
separated by a narrow white line. 
These beads are found in 1 England, on 
the Gold Coast, in India and Germany, 
in Italy and Egypt. They are particu- 
larly common_in the cities along the 
course of the Khine. Ihe oldest speci- 
mens must be Egyptian, but in allprob- 
aoility the pattern was continued in 
many distinct manufactories at many 
different periods.—Saturday Eeview.
